Niagara Falls, N. V., Jan. 22.—- [Special. 
This resort has been presented with many 
thrilling scenes in its history, but not one 
can compare with the one which occurred 
this afternoon when the ice bridge, which 
has choked the river below the falls for the 
last week, broke loose and commenced to 
move at a rapid rate down the gorge toward 
the mighty rapids with about half a hun- 
dred sightseers on it, before the eyes of sev- 
eral thousand more who stood on the upper 
and lower banks on both the American and 
Canadian sides of the river, watching the ad- 
venturers crossing the bridge. 

Never before has Niagara had such a 
beautiful and so large a bridge. It extend- 


for two miles from the Horseshoe Falls 
almost to the lower rapids, and because of 
this the crowds of visitors who came to 
see it were exceptionally large. , 


Many Caught on Ice. 

When the cry went up that the bridge had 
broken loose more than fifty people were 
crossing, and as soon as they realized their 
position they scrambled in all directions, 
falling over one another and knocking each 
other into the deep crevices. Thosenear the 
American shore ran toward the Canadian 
side in their excitement. All the time the 
bridge was moving faster and faster toward 
the rapids. i 

The ſce rose twenty-five feet, completely 
hiding the unfortunates from the sight of 
those on the lower bank. It began to move 
faster and by the time a part of those on the 
bridge had reached the shore it had traveled 
over 200 feet. 
|  There*were several more on the ſce, and 
among them were Miss Bessie Hill of John- 
sonburg, Pa., and C. E. Misner of Buffalo. 
As the ice bridge passed beneath the arch 
bridge it towered so high as to allow those 
on it to grab the iron girders and pull them- 
selves out of danger. All took advantage of 
the opportunity except Miss Hiltand Misner. 

Misner could have escaped, but he re- 
mained by the side of his companion. Their 
position was most perilous, and to the thou- 
sands watching them it seemed that they 
must certainly be swept to death. They 
stood close to the outlet of the big power 
tunnel, which was throwing out water in tor- 
rents, and there was a large opening in the 
bridge at the front of the tunnel outlet, 
monster cakes of ice having been broken off 
by the swift water. 

The ice continued to crumble Aan 
close to them, and they were compelled to 
keep jumping about in different directions 
to avoid going down as the cakes of: ice left 
the main portion of the bridge. 

Then one of the men who had escaped by 

catching the steel bridge structure above 
shouted to them not to att tO, to the 
American, but to 92 40 
made thetr way “overeginnt 
and hundreds of crevices to the Canadian | 
side, 1,000 feet away, and 3,000 feet from 
where they got on the bridge at the foot 
of the incline on the American side. 


Misner Proves a Hero. 

Misner bravely remained with his com- 
panion, helping her in every way possible 
and Miss Hill showed remarkable pluck. 
Just as they reached the shore Miss Hill 
fainted, 

The cause of the bridge breaking is at- 
tributed to the great amount of ice in the 
gorge ahd the great amount of water that 
is passing over the falls, making it impos- 
sible for the water to get out, consequently 
raising the ice from its anchorage. It is at 
least seventy feet thick. . 

All day long there has been an . 
quantity of ice coming over the falls, and the 
river has been rising in the gorge at the rate 
of a foot an hour. 

The bridge moved 500 feet down stream 
and lodged. 

It was reported this evening the abutments 
of the upper arch had been seriously in- 
jured by the ice, their position being close | 
to the water’s edge. 

The damage, if any, cannot be ascertained 
until morning. The inclined railway build- 
ing is in danger tonight. 


GORY VEST HIDES A MYSTERY. 


Blood-Stained Garment Found Beside 
the Northwestern Tracks at Kin- 
zie and Elizabeth.

bodies before they are so destroyed, 

He understands that the Roumanian will 
go to New York from Matanzasat once, and 
om arrival there will be fitted out as ang 
undertaker’s ship. A supply of coffins, chem- 
icals, and a number of undertakers will be 
taken and the transport will be at San- 
tiago about a month, during which time the | . 
bodies of all the American soldiers who | 
were killed in battle or who died in the 
hospitals will be taken from the ground and 
placed in hermetically sealed coffins. 

They will then be brought to New York 
and relatives or any one interested may have 
the bodies shipped to them at government 
expense for burial, or, in case the bodies are 
not claimed, they will be properly buried in 
one of the national cemeteries. 

The government has been most Hberal in 
this matter, he states, and in every case 
in this country has aliowed $35 for prepara- 
tion of bodies and also transportation.

Undertaker Van Duser Says the Cuban 
uickly Destroy Corpses 


Undertaker. A. I. Van Duser, who went to 
Cuba to recover the bodies of four Chicago 
soldiers, agrees with George L. Thomas of 
Milwaukee that unless 
quickly removes the bodies of dead soldiers 
buried in Cuba there wil be nothing left 
to bring back. Mr. Van Duser went to Cuba 
in October and found the bodies he wished to 
bring back had been reduced to skeletons.

It is not claimed that these combinations 
whose principal object is to maintain or 
increase wages” do not have for another 
object the elimination of competition and 
the advance of prices, or the maintenance 
of prices, even when prices ought to decline. 
That object, however, is at variance with 
the interests of consumers, They are 
many, while the employés of those trusts 
are few. So if the greatest good of the 
greatest number is to be consulted, trusts 
which extort high prices from consumers 
so that stockholders may be paid excessive 
dividends and employés high wages are 
about as objectionable as trusts which do 
not maintain that their principal object is 
to maintain or increase wages.

1886 Germany claimed ownership of 282,000 
acres of land in Samoa, most of which had 
been got from the natives by gross trickery 
and fraud. At the same time Great Britain 


Eight years later an 
impartial commission reduced these claims 
to a small fraction, confirming to Germany 
only 75,000 acres, and to Great Britain 36,000 
ucres. To this country 21,000 acres were con- 
firmed. In that respect, then, German in- 
terests appear to be more extensive than 
those of either of the other powers; more 
extensive, but not paramount; differing in 
degree, but not in kind. Perhaps our owner- 
ship of a port and naval station there may 
justly be held to offset the disparity in acre- | 
age. We may concede that Germany has 
more factories and shops in the islands than 
we. In shipping her interests are certainly 
not first. In 1806, for example, there were 
entered at the port of Apia thirty-nine Brit- 
ish vessels of 42,4864 tons; twenty-two 
American vessels of 35,357 tons; and only 
twelve German vessels of 2,215 tons. In 
point of commerce, then, as well as of pri- 
ority, American interests might well be 
claimed to be paramount to those of Ger- 
many. And, finally, the same is true in 
point of proximity. Samoa is only 4,160 
miles from the United Stafes, and only 2,240 
miles from the United States’ possession 
of Hawali. It is about 18,000 miles from Ger- 
many. True, Mulgrave Island, of the Mar- 
shall group, which b-'ongs to Germany, is 
somewhat nearer tha. Hawali. But, then, 
the Fiji and many other British islands are

Cannot Even Enter as t. 

In his eagerness to find a way to keep out 
foreign journals, that tell the bitter truth 
about present conditions in Austria, Count 
Thun has reso to an expedient which 
may not entirely harmonize with existing 
international railway and postal treaties. 
The Austrian government is not satisfied to 
Za ve forbidden the ordering of certain rest- 
less foreign papers through the agency of 
the postoffice (as is the custom in Germany 
and in Austria), but has also commanded 
that the forbidden journals be denied trans- 
portation on railroads or steamships. 
Its authority for this arbitrary act is 
found, in section 50 of the railway regula- 
tions, which denies transportation to 
those objects whose transportation is for- 
bidden as injurious to the order of the state. 
We are anxious to know whether those 
states that have railway and postal treaties 
with Austria-Hungary will recognize this 
regulation as permissible. It has a particu- 
lar interest for Germany, inasmuch as it is 
principally directed against the Frankfort 
Zeitung, which, since it was forbidden the 
post, has been delivered-in Austria and 
Hungary in freight pac The Aus- 
trian papers are put in a difficult position. 
by the new regulation, as they are naturally 
much more subject to the caprice of the

In this they have the 
syinpathy of many of the Republicans. 


Fate of Bill Is in Doubt. 


The fate of the bill is in grave doubt. The 
Statements made on the floor of the Senate 
to the effect that it was not the intention of 
the government to hold the Philippines 
permanently, aithough their authoritative 
character was denied; have placed a weapon 
in the hands of the opponents of the meas- 
| ure, who will use the statement that there 
Is doubt as to the future of the Philippines 
as a strong argument against a permanent 
increase of the regular army. 

The bill may not be completed this week, 
as the order permits ite consideration to be 
inturrupted by appropriation bills and con- 
ference reports.

day with a brief talk in support of the 
policy and in advocacy of the early ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty. 

How much time will be given to the treaty 
in exeécttive session will depend upon 
whethér thé Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions considers it in the interest of the 
treaty to press consideration. There is 
effort to arrange a compromise which would 
permit speedy action upon the treaty, but 
if this is not successful the tions are 
for considerable delay. abe 


May Compromise on Treaty. 


Two compromises are suggested. One of 
these js for a ‘modification of the treaty or 
the adoption of a resolution declaratory 
against the permanent holding of the Phil- 
ippine archipelago, and the other is for a 
modification of the army reorganization bill 
on lines desired by the treaty opponents. 
It is not yet possible to state whether either 
course will be pursued.

Prominent Physicians Say the Scheme 
tor a Salaried Visiting Staff Would 
Tend to Attract Incompetent Men— 
Present Method of. Selecting In- 
ternes Said to Be for the Best In- 

terest of All Concerned—Examina- 
tions Conducted with Impartiality. 


President James C. Irwin of the Cook 
“County board will not be allowed to adopt 
his scheme for a salaried visiting staff for 
the Cook County Hospital and civil service 
@éxaminations for the internes without a 
Vigorous protest from prominent men of the 
medical profession in Chicago. Already a 
committee of the present hospital staff has 
beeh appointed to protest against the plan, 
and every prominent physician in Chicago 
whom Tue TRIBUNB was able to reach yes- 
térday expressed himself unqualifiedly 
against both schemes of the County board 
with reference to the hospital. 

The plan to allow the members of the 

Cook County board to appoint the internes 
was declared by most of the physicians to 
de the opening wedge by which poiitics and 
, favoritism were to become the dominating 
‘factor in the County Hospital’s medical ad- 
ministration. 

The committee appointed by the present 
volunteer hospital board has already had 
one talk with President Irwin, which was 
unsatisfactory. Dr. T. A. Davis is chair- 
‘man of the committee. The other members

It would be a misfortune to the hospital 
to adopt the plan for a paid staff. The vo!- 
‘unteer system is the best by all odds. There 
are men on the staff whose services the 
Cook County board could not buy. They are 
willing to volunteer their services as long 
as the Cook County Hospital is conducted 
for the best interests of the sick and in a 
way to bring about the best results, but not 
under any other conditions.“ 

We want young men for internes.“ said 
Dr. Henry T. Byford, a director of the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, “ and 
President Irwin’s plan of opening the priv- 
ileges of the hospital service to the entire 
State would not get young men and would 
not have as good a system. I do not be- 
lieve the power of appointing the internes 
and conducting the examinations should be 
in the hands of one man. 

“If they would pay enough to attract 
competent men to the hospital staff I would 
be in favor of the other part of President 
Irwin’s plan, but Cook County cannot afford 
to do that, and it will not be done.

„As for the substitution of a salaried staff 
for the present volunteer board, the minute 
you begin to pay men for such a service you 
draw bad mien into it. Members of the staff 
ought to be allowed to choose their own suc- 
cessors. The Cook County board will pick 
out a few good men to make it look all right, 
and then will fill up the board with political 
favcrites. Every physician should be paid 
something, I believe, but not much. The 
position should look for the man, and not 
the man for the position.” 

„Both ideas are bad, said Dr. T. A. Davis 

of the Visiting board. In the first place, 
the examinations have always been fair, 
and have been conducted in the best possible 
way. The attending staff is held responsible 
for the patients. We do not allow an interne 
to give chloroform without our presence. 
To put the internes under a lay board would 
be almost a fatal error. I belleve President 
Irwin is sincere, but I feel that he has se- 
cured his information from the wrong 
source. 
“To pay the visiting staff would attract 
an undesirable class of men. Fifty per cent 
of the staff is at present made up of men with 
large incomes from their practice, some of 
them as high as $50,000 a year.

GRIP. GERMS IN TELEPHONES. 


Chicago Physicians Generally Disbe- 
lieve the Theory Advanced in 
New York. 


icago physicians take issue with the New 

york Whose statement that the epi- 
demic of grip in that city was due largely to 
microbes coughed and sneezed into public 
telephones by sufferers from the disease was 
telegraphed to Chicago. yesterday. The ma- 
jority appeared to believe that the New York 
scientists were insufficiently familiar with 
both the grip and the telephones. The chief 
objection was from the manner in which dis- 
ease can be transmitted by germs. 3 

Accordi to the dispatch there are 45, 
1 in New York, and from 35,000 to 
45,000 cases of grip, or about one case for 
every telephone. e proportion of grip to 
telephones is supposed to be less in Chicago, 
the exact rate being unknown, as the Chicago 
Telephone company is averse to giving out 
the exact number of its phones, and the 
Health department has no accurate statistics 
on the grip. 

I can see how it might happen that a case 
of grip would be transmi#ted by a telephone,“ 

d Dr. J. B. Murphy, “ but I do not believe 

the disease could be transmitted to any great 
extent. Consumptives do not transmit the 
disease by their breath, and grip patients do 
not. There are few germs exhaled with the 
breath. It would de but rarely that germs 
would find lodgment in a telephone trans- 
mitter from a cough ora sneeze. If they did 
lodge there it is exceedingly improbable that 
any one could contract the disease from 
them, except in isolated cases. ‘ 

Dr. T. A. Davis had never heard of the tele- 
phone theory, but he was inclined to agree 
with the New York physicians.
